Washington, December 12.—Rec- 
ommendation of Director General 
McAdoo that government control of 
railroads be continued to January 1, 
1924, gave impetus today to con- 
gressional consideration of legisla- 
tion looking to a solution of the 
railway problem and also was the 
subject of brief debate in the sen- 
ate. 

The senate interstate commerce 
committee was called to meet next 
Thursday to discuss Mr. McAdoo's 
letter and other phases of the gen- 
eral railroad subject, while the 
house committee will meet tomor- 
row with the expectation that the 
director general’s recommendation 
will be taken up. 

Aside from the opposition voiced 
by Senator Kellogg, of Minnesota, 
republican, in the senate today, 
many members, both republicans 
and democrats, were said to have 
expressed disapproval of Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s proposal, but none of them 
spoke for publication. 

Kellogg Opposes. 

Senator Kellogg charged that Mr. 
McAdoo really proposes a five-year 
test looking to permanent govern- 
ment ownership of the carriers, and 
added that if government control is 
extended for five years it would be 
impossible t® return the roads back 
to private Ownership. 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
chairman of the senate commerce 
committee, declared that Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s proposal was merely a per- 
sonal opinion,’ probably of unusual 
weight, but not conclusive upon 
congress, to which President Wil- 
son has submitted the question. 

Senator Kellogg then asked how 
President Wilson's approval for the 
five-year extension had been se- 
cured when the president in his 
address to congress had disclaimed 
having any jedgment on handling 
the railroad question.

While the senate was debating 
the subject, a number of industrial, 
commercial, financial and _ labor 
leaders and students of transporta- 
tion problems, discussed the formu- 
lation of a policy toward the roads 
at a conference called by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce.

Washington, December 12.—Sail- 
ing of four army transports bring- 
ing additional units from France 
was announced today by the war 
department. The ships are the 
transports H. R. Mallory, Rappa- 
hannock, Leviathan .and Celtic, with 
about 9,000 men. 

The Rappahannock sailed Decem- 
ber 6 and the other vessels Decem- 
ber 8. The Leviathan brings casual 
companies numbers 301 to 313, in- 
clusive, 1,419 hospital patients; 500 
casuals and the second anti-aircraft 
sector.

GLOWING TRIBUTE 
PAID BY BRITISHER 
‘TO U.S. SEAMEN 


London, December 12.—Archibald 
S. Hurd, naval authority, pays a 
glowing tribute tv the admirable 


seamanship of the American sailors 
in the course of an article written 
for The Daily Telegraph, in which 
he discloses details of the remarka- 
ble part the American navy took in 
operations in European waters. He 
says the service of the Americans 
points to a survival of the sea- 
instinct in America. Continuing, 
he says: 

“Ask any British naval officer 
what he thinks of the aid given by 
American seamen, and you _ will 
learn that it ¢ame just at a moment 
when the British crews, after a 
winter of strenuous and exhausting 
work, were feeling the strain. In- 
cidentally, the arrival of the Amer- 
icans permitted the organization of 
the convoy system as it could not 
otherwise have been organized. 
Everybody knows the influence this 
system had on the safety of the al- 
lied sea communications. Any ref- 
erence to the work of American sea- 
men would be incomplete without 
mention of the skill and courage 
they exhibited in laying the great 
mine fields in the North sea.” 

Referring to the remarkable man- 
ner in which the Americans over- 
came problems of training and con- 
struction, the writer concludes by 
saving: 

“The Americans hustled to some 
purpose to develop the United States 
navy to meet the demands of this 
war.”

operated, each giving service as 
good as that provided by the circuit 
working in the ordinary way. 

“A number of years ago we de- 
veloped the ‘phantom circuit’ ar- 
rangement by which three telephone 
circuits are obtained from two pairs 
of wires. Now by our multiplex 
method, we are enabled to obtain 
five telephone circuits over one pair 
of wires, that is, ten simultaneous 
telephone conversations from the 
two pairs of wires, which formerly 
could be used for only three simul.- 
taneous telephone conversations, 

Sensational Results. 

“In telegraphy, as well as in te- 
lephony, sensational results have 
been attained by the new system, By 
combining two telegraph wires into 
a metallic circuit.of the type used 
for telephone working and by ap- 
piying our new apparatus and meth- 
ods to this metallic circut, we have 
enormously increased the capacity 
of the wires for telegraph messages 
without in any way impairing the 
quality of telegraph working. 

“The nature of these develop- 
ments is such that if desired 
wires may be used partly for tele- 
phone and partly for telegraph. A 
pair of wires is available either for 
five simultaneous telephone conver- 
sations or for forty simultaneous tel- 
esraph messages, or partly for one 
and partly for the other. 

Use on Long Lines. 

“From the nature of apparatus 
and t#e methods employed the sys 
tem is not practically advantageous 
on short lines, either telephone or 
telegraph, On long lines its appli- 
cation will be extended immediate- 
ly, but its introduction must neces- 
Sarily be gradual on account of the 


nature of the meet) pes required 
and the rearrangement and adapta- 
tion of tne lines themselves and 
their associated apparatus to the 
new methods of working. It is not 
too much to characterize this new 
system as marking an epoch in the

GREAT U.S. NAVY 


Admiral Badger Tells 
House Committee That 
by 1925 America Should 
Be Second to No Nation 
on the Sea. 


Washington, December 12.—Neij- 
ther the end of hostilities nor pro- 
posals for a league of nations has 
altered the policy of the general 
board of the navy in regard to mak- 
ing the American navy second to 
none in the world. Rear Admiral 
Charles J. Badger, chairman of the 
executive committee of the board, 
today told the house naval affairs 
committee that the navy should be 
equal to that of any other nation 
by 1925 and urged that sufficient 
appropriations to make this possible 
be made by congress. 

“The general board believes that 
under the present world conditions 
and the conditions likely to obtain 
in the future,” Admiral Badger said, 
“the United States navy should 
steadily continue to increase. Ulti- 
mately it should be equal to the 
most powerful maintained by any 
other nation of the world. Year by 
year development should be made 
consistent with the facilities of the 
country, but the limit above defined 
should be attained not later than 
1925. 

“Navies must be the principal 
support of a league of nations, and 
the United States, from its wealth, 
influence and power, will be called 
upon to contribute a large share of 
the international police force to 
render such a league effective.” 

Duty of Navy. 

The duty of the navy in the fu- 
ture, the admiral said, will be not 
only to guard the country against 
invasion, but to protect as well the 
great merchant marine now being 


built. 

“Sea power will always remain a 
factor of vast importance in inter- 
national relations,” Admiral Badger 
declared. “The great naval lesson 
of the war has been that the nation 
possessing the most powerful navy 
was able in a few weeks to drive 
the German merchant flag from the 
seas and to keep open her own trade 
routes, and yet, when the war com- 
menced, Germany possessed the sec-

Troops Leave Gordon for | 
Home Thursday—Physi- 
cal Examinations Begun 
on Large Scale. 


Washington, December 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—That all soldiers now sta- 
tioned in the replacement or casual 
regiments at Camp Gordon whose 
homes are within the 350-mile zone 
recently prescribeq for the demobi- 
lization activities of the Georgia 
cantonment, will be discharged 
from the army and sent ‘back to 
their homes by Christmas day, was 
the opinion of military authorities 
here when questioned last night in 
compliance with telegrams from 
The Constitution requesting that re- 
ports to this effect be cleared up. 

This means that unless some 
change is made in the present plans 
of demobilization by the war de- 
partment, or-unless some unexpect- 
ed delay occurs in carrying out this 
program, practically every Georgian 
in class A of the army at Camp 
Gordon will be at home for Christ- 
mas, and also that every man in 
this state in classes B and C at 
Camp Gordon will also be discharg- 
ed by Christmas unless they can 
not pass the physical examination 
for discharge. Hundreds of men 
from Alabama, Florida and Tennes- 
see living within the confines of 
the 350-mile zone will also be dis- 
charged by Christmas. 

Movement of bodies of men from 
Camp Gordon to-other demobiliza- 
tion camps nearest their homes are 
slated to begin in the near future. 
it is also understood here. Ags yet, 
however, no definite information 
is obtainable as to exact dates of 
entrainment of men from other 
states who will be unaffected by 
the establishment of the 350-mile 
zone. 


Previous Announcement. 

Announcement that Georgia men 
at Camp.Gordon will receive their 
discharges from the service in time 
to be at home for the observance 
of Christmas will be of particular 
interest throughout the state at this 
time and will cause the coming 
Christmas to be one of the greatest

TO COMBAT REVOLT 


Washington, December 12.—Vio- 
lent methods still are being adopted 
by the commission charged with 
combating the revolt against the 
Bolsheviki, according to advices 
reaching Washington today through 
official channels. Executions were. 
said to be numerous, the victims in- | 
cluding ynany priests and monks. 

Roncets from Petrograd dated as 
late as Deeember 5 and said to em- 
anate from official sources state 
that the anti-revolutionary com- 
mission continues to sentence peo- 
ple to death on the mere suspicion 
of having expressed counter-revo- 
lutionary views. In one small city, 
Katernitj, in Viatka, ten people 
were recently executed, and at 
Spask the commission was said to 
have caused 22 people to be shot. 
Foreigners reaching neutral coun- 
tries from Petrograd say that con- 
ditions in that city are “beyond hu- 
man power to grasp,” one describ- 
ing it as “a city of horrors.” 

The Bolsheviki have also planned 
to use even the-legations of neu- 
tral countries at Petrograd in the 
event it became necessary to save 
their own lives in case of allied 
occupation of the city, it is stated 
in these advices.

RAIL EXECUTIVES 
WANT ROADS BACK. 


Philadelphia, December 12.—Rajil- 
road executives representing 125 
roads and $2 per cent of the mileage 
of the country, tonight gave out a 
formal statement in which they de- 
clared that Director General Mc- 
Adoo’s suggestion that the govern- 
ment retain contro] of the railroads 
until January, 1924. “would simply 
lead to delay and confusion, a de- 
moralization of the organization of 
the roads both on their corporate 
and operating side and defer in- 
definitely a satisfactory settlement” 
of the railroad problem. 

The executives, the statement 
said, have reached the conclusion 
that “there is sufficient time under 
the term of the present act to ful- 
ly consider the railroad situation in 
all its aspects and arrive at a plan 
that would be just to the country.” 

The statement was given out by 
Thomas De Witt Cuyler, of the As- 
sociation of Railway Executives. 
The statement follows: 

The standing committee of the 
Association of Railway Executives 
have considered the letter of the 
director general to the chairman of 
the interstate commerce committees 
of the senate and house, and have 
reached the conclusion that there is 
sufficient time under the term of

NO WAGE REDUCTION 
PLANNED, SAYS M’ADOO. 

Washington, December 12.—The 
railroad administration has no in- 
tention of reducing wages of rail- 
road men generally after peace is 
declared, it was stated authorita- 
tively today, and if the period of 
government control is extended for 
five years as suggested by Director 
General McAdoo, it is probable that 
wages will stay at their present 
levels. 

Mr. McAdoo also is said to believe 
the present basis of government 
compensation of railroads, or guar- 
antee of earnings would be fair and 
adequate under a five-year continu- 
ance of government control. 

Under the existing railroad 
companies are guaranteed by 
fovernment a sum equal to 
average annual earnings for 
three years preceding the war. 


WARFIELD WILLING 
TO TRUST CONGRESS 


Baltimore, Md.,. December 12.— 
(Special.)—S. Davies Warfield, pres- 
ident of the National Association of 
Owners of Railroad Securities, was 
asked what would be the position of 


the association tn view of Director 
General McAdoo's letter to congress 
asking that the time for the return 
of the railroads be extended for five 
years. Before leaving for Charles- 
ton tonight, Mr. Warfield said: ‘‘The 
position taken in respect to the re- 
turn of the railroads has been re- 
cently announced in two statements 
in the press.

Admiral Badger emphasized the 
need for additional mine sweepers 
and patrol! vessels and spoke of the 
development during the war of the 
airplane carrier. Fleet engagements 
will be preceded in the future bv 
operations in the air, he stated, and 
the general board recomménds that 
the fleet be provided with facilities 
to carry on such operations. 

Disposition of the ships surren- 
dered by Germany rests with the 
peace conference, Admiral Badger 
stated in response to questions at 
the close of the meeting as to 
whether or not he thought these 
vessels should be destroyed, return- 
ed or distributed among the allies. 

“If England gets the lion’s share 
of those ships,” asked Representa- 
tive Kelley, of Michigan, republican. 
“do you still think we should build 
to the point where we would have 
a navy equal to hers?” 

“The necessity of the 
States navy being equal to the 
most powerful maintained by anv 
other nation in the world by 1925 
is as great now as it has ever been,” 
replied the admiral. “This may not 
be possible by 1925 if the German 
ships are distributed in large num-

In reply to a question by Repre-

U-Boat Development, 

An account of the development 
and scope of activities of German 
submarines was given by Admiral 
Badger. Ten years ago the sub- 
marine was not larger than 150 
tons, could cruise less than 500 
miles and was very vulnerable. To- 
dav thev are thirty times larger and 
can make trips of 7,000 miles and 
more. They have destroyed hun- 
dreds of vessels and have laid mines 
in sea lanes and in harbors, making 
ing constant sweeping operations 
necessary. No one knows, the ad- 
miral said, how much further the 
development will go. 

Had the United States heen fight- 
ing alone in the present war, the 
admiral said, its lack of ships 
would have heen serious and per- 
haps fatal. because it had been 
learned that the navy must be strong 
enough not only to protect from in- 
vasion. but also to drive the ene- 
my’s navy from the séa. 

Prepared to Build. 

He told the committee that the 
country never has been, and proba- 
bly will never be again, as well pre- 
pared to build a powerful fleet as 
at present. Hundreds of thousands 
of men have become skilled in ship- 
yards which have been building ves- 
sels for the merchant marine, he 
said, and as fast as these yards are

$11,000 Raised at Baptist 
Convention — Campaign 
for Other Funds Is An- 
nounced. 


Macon, Ga., December 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Georgia Baptist conven- 
tion saved the day for Mercer uni- 
versity last night, when just be- 
fore the session closed at 11 p. m. a 
collection totaling close to $11,000 
was taken up, following a three- 
hour discussion of the desperate 
straits the Baptist institution has 
got itself into. 

Judge W. H. Davis, chairman of 
the board of trustees of Mercer, in 
a dramatic speech, had told the con- 
vention that unless something was 
done to provide money with which 
to operate, the university would not 
be justified in opening its doors the 
first of the year. He made it clear 
that if pressing debts were taken 
care of the institution could get 
along, but unless that was done the 
only other alternative would be to 
close the doors. 

The convention was worked up to 
a high pitch by the disclosures rel- 
ative to the old Baptist institution 
and when Rev. Graham Forrester, 


of Montezuma, moved that a collec- 
tion be taken up to obtain the 
money needed to tide Mercer over, 
there was a ready response. Sever- 
al subscriptions of $500, $250, $200 
and $100 were made. 

Mercer Situation. 


| The situation regarding Mercer 
was revealed when judge Davis was 
' called to the platrorm and he utter- 
ly threw a bombshell into the pro- 
| ceedings. He declared he did not 
know about the debts made before 
he became a member of the Mercer 
board of trustees, out he said he did 
know there would be no more debts 
as long as he had anything to do 
with it. 

He said the report of the commit- 
tee of five adopted at the morning 
session had cut him to the heart 
and that he felt it was a reflection 
on the board of trustees and yet he 
knew it was deserved. He declared 

the board had been unable to help 
_itself for Mercer had needed money 
for years and did not have enough 
to pay its expenses. This, he said, 
was because tho rank and file of 
Georgia Baptists did not know of 
the condition. , 

“Mercer has got to shut up or you 
have got to provide a way for her 
to go on,” Judge Davis said. “By 
your resolution today you have said 
cut off Mercer.

DOCTORS DISAGREE 
UN “FLU REMEDY 


Chicago, December 12.—Unable to 
formulate a definite plan for fight- 
ing influenza, because of divergent 
views, the American Public Health 


association, before it adjourned to- | 


day, gave out copies of all the med-'! 


ical scientific data presented dur- 
ing the four-day discussion, with an 
explanation that different epidemics 
required separate treatments. 

“The various communities for 
which we are working know that we 
have at hand the best available in- 
formation science has yet discovered 
concerning the disease,” said Dr. 
Charles J. Hastings, of Toronto, 
Canada, retiring president. “We 
cannot expect to draw up a definite 
program for combating influenza 
epidemics when we see so wide a 
divergence of opinion among medi- 
cal authoriteis as has been shown 
here,” 

Quarantine Advocated. 


Health officers from the south- 
east, especially Dr. S. W. Welch, of 
Montgomery, Ala., favored _ strict 
quarantine measrues, and those from 
smaller cities were moderately fa- 
vorable to quarantines and the use 
of masks, while health officers of 
the larger cities opposed both these 
measures and placed great reliance 
on vaccine. 

“After all, it is a question of ap- 
plying to your own community the 
most practical remedies for the con- 
ditions encountered there,” said Dr. 
Welch. 

Organization of a federal depart- 
ment of health and union of various 
semi-public and private health as- 
sociations was urged by Dr. George 
FE. Vincent, of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation. 

Inohes’ Views. 

Health Commissioner Dr. J. W. 
Inohes, of Detroit, led the argument 
against closing public meetings, 
schools, theaters and stores. He 
ridiculed the use of the mask as not 
a feasible measure in the largest 
cities, 

On the other hand, Dr. 
Hayne, of Charleston, S. C.; 

J. Flannigan, of Richmond, Va.; 
W. R. Stokes, of Baltimore, and Dr. 
W. E. Moore, of Sioux Falls, S. Dak., 
held that closing public meetings 
in rural districts is efficacious. 

Dr. W. H. Park, of the commit- 
tee on vaccines, said the disease 
was due to an “undetermined or- 
ganism,” and the dominating va- 
riety of the organism differs ac- 
cording to various localities. His 
report condemned the _ indiscrimi- 
nate use of “stock vaccine,” and 
held that the vaccine’ should be 
used only in controlled eases until 
its efficacy could be established. 
He admitted that the most generally 
used form of vaccine offered some 
protection against the secondary or 
more serious stages of influenza, 
but little against the mild form of 
the disease, and added that the 
vaccine generally had not been used 
until the peak of the disease, thus 
proving little.

Cologne, Sunday, December %8&.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—British 
troops today were in possession of 
all the great bridges across’ the 
Rhine at Cologne as a result of the 


’ sudden and unexpected withdrawal 


of German sentries from the eastern 
end of the crossings during the 
night. 

British soldiers yesterday 
patrolling two-thirds of each 
bridge, while the Germans were 
keeping their beats over the remain- 
ing third. About 10 o’clock last 
night it was noticed that the Ger- 
mans had disappeared and investi- 
gation showed they had departed, 
presumably to rejoin the retiring 
Teutonic army. 

In going the Germans cut the 
electric wires in the towers on 
their end of the bridge, leaving the 
eastern side in darkness. There was 
no other reason fo rthis, according 
to army officers, than to cause an- 
noyance to the British if possible. 

The arrival of Seotch infantry in 
the city late today caused the great- 
est excitement among the sight- 
seers as the kilties swung through 
the streets behind their wailing bag- 
pipes. 

Thousands of folk hastily collect- 
ed to see the strange soldiers in 
skirts, of whom Cologne had heard 
with unbelieving ears.

tee Authorizes Transfer 

of Funds, Matter Will 

Be Taken Before City 

Council. 

An order that was given by the 
school department to stop the work 
on the nearly completed Oakland 
City school buflding, because of 
the lack of $600 with which to meet 
the pay roll, promises to develop 
into one of the most interesting 
school controversies that have yet 
arisen, and should the finance com- 
mittee of council refuse its consent 
for a transfer of funds now said to 
be in the hands of the board of ed- 
ucation by which the money could 
be provided, it is considered likely 
that the matter will be taken before 
city council. 

Interest is also centered in the 
likelihood of a discussion of the 
question that is expected to arise 
tonight when the Atlanta School 
improvement association meets in 
the chamber of commerce. 

Want Funds Transferred. 

In a statement given out last 
night by Acting Superintendent of 
Schools Charles S. Culver, is was de- 
clared that the finance committee 
of the board of education was not 
asking for anadditional appropria- 
tion of $600 with which to complete 
the almost finished Oakland City 
school, but that the school authori- 
ties sought only the official sanc- 
tion of the chairman of the finance 
committee to the transfer of funds

The teachers of Atlanta in a re-|

DR. SOLF QUITS 
GERMAN CABINET 


Berlin, Wednesday, December 11. 
(By the Associated Press.)—Dr. W. 
S. Solf, the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, has handed in his resignation, 
which has been accepted by the cab- 
inet, 


The foreign secretary’s retirement 
does not come as a surprise, as his 
relations with the independent so- 
cialist wing of the Ebert-Haase 
cabinet reached the straining point 
some time ago. 


Dr. Solf, who became German sec- 
retary for the colonies in 1911, fig- 
ured frequently during the war in 
discussions of matters connected 
with Germany’s colonial possessions 
which the conflict was  wresting 
from her. His prominence in Ger- 
man public affairs has, however, 
been most marked since September 
of this year, when he was appointed 
to the foreign secretaryship in suc- 
cession to Dr. von Kuehlmann, re- 
taining at the same time the colo- 
nial portfolio. 

When the overturn of the govern- 
ment took place last month, Dr. 
Solf was continued as the head of 
the foreign office in what was 
Styled the coalition cabinet, and 
continued to act as the mouthpiece 
of the foreign office under the 
Ebert government. As such he sent 
a series of messages to the Wash- 
ington government, making various 
appeals for modifications of the ar- 
mistice conditions and for  assist- 
ance to the German people. In mid- 
November, however, he was advised 
by Secretary Lansing to refer any 
future appeals to the allies instead 
of to the United States alone. 

Dr. Solf’s continued presence in 
the government has been vehement- 
ly objected to by the more radical 
of the German political elements as 
savoring too much of the old Ger- 
man regime, and a campaign has 
been in progress against him. The 
demands for his retirement were 
specifically voiced in resolutions 
adopted by the soldiers and work- 
men’s council at Berlin, and emphat- 
ic calls came from Bavaria that he 
be eliminated. 


DELEGATES MEET

Last month the ‘council heard 
from experts who are handling va- 
rious social problems in camps, and 
they told how the community could 
prepare itself for the taking over 
of these problems. This month 
workers in civilian life who are al- 
ready working on plans in co-op- 
eration with the demobilizing of the 
army will be heard. 

. M. Stanley, field director of 
the United States Employment serv- 
ice and commissioner of labor, will 
speak 

“The task of reabsorbing the men 
from the army into the channels of 
business in such a way that there 
cannot be an appreciable idleness 
or waste of man power is going to 
be the most tremendous task the 
government has ever undertaken. In 
my opinion, it is work as gigantic 
as raising the army,” says Mr. H. 
M. Stanley. 

He will tell how each of the so- 
cial agencies can take part in this 
work. 

Another big question is that of 
the returning tubercular soldier— 
how shall he be rehabilitated; how 
can contagion be prevented; how 
can we cope with the white plague, 
the menace of which we have never 
before realized?

BUT HEAVINESS 
OF TRADE FOLLOWS 


New York, December 12.—Reasons 
for the early hesitation and later 
heaviness of today’s stock market 
were provided by Director General 
McAdoo’s recommendation to con- 
gress respecting existing railroad 
conditions and the partial deadlock 
created by the war ard’s refusal 
to determine new prices of output 
for steel and iron. 

Despite Mr. McAdoo’s = qualified 
disavowal of government owner- 
ship, his suggestion that federal 
control of the railroads be extend- 
ed to five years came as an un- 
pleasant surprise to financial and 
banking interests. 

Rails of high and low degree fell 
1 to 2% points, their reversal soon 
spreading to numerous other issues 
dependent upon the prosperity of 
transportations. 

It was generally conceded that 
the reaction might have attained 
wider proportions but for the fig- 
ures issued by the department of 
agriculture which estimated the 
value of the country’s “liberty” 
crop at some $600,000,000 in excess 
of any previous record, 

Steels and the general run of 
equipments, also coppers, in which 
the early relinquishment of govern.

reacted one to two points, United

STOCKS HESITATE EXCITED JUMPS 


IN CORN MARKET; 
SHORTER YIELD 


Chicago, December 12,—Excited 
jumps of nearly 7 cents a bushel 
in the corn market today resulted 
from the government crop report 
that the United States yield of corn 
for 1918 had fallen short of even 
domestic needs. Topmost prices of 
the bulge were not maintained, but 
the close was firm, 35 to 4%c net 
higher, with January $1.355%. to 
$1.35%, and May $1.35 to $1.35%. 

Oats finished %& to 1@1i%e up. 
The outcome in provisions was un- 
changed to 2ic lower. 

A general rush to buy corn began 
the moment the market opened. Be- 
fore the initial stampede was at 
an end the highest prices yet for 
the crop were reached and the May 
delivery, the most active on the 
list, showed an overnight advance 
of 6%c at $1.37. Profit-taking by 
fortunate holders led to setbacks 
from the top level, but on the down- 
turns plentiful buying orders were 
encountered. All other influences 
than the government crop figures 
were ignored. During thé last part 
of the day the surprise and flurry 
brought about bv the radical down- 
ward revision in the government 
final figures quieted down, but the 
greater part of the enhancement of 
values remained unimpaired. 

Oats sympathized only in a mod- 
erate fashion with the sensational 
rise of corn. The reason appeared 
to be the fact that the oats yield 
reported was one of the largest ever 
known. 

Falling off in domestic demand 
tended to weaken provisions.

Game Schedule 


Forthe American 


To Meet With National 
League in Joint Session 
January 16—To Cut the 
Player Limit. 


Chicago, December 12.—After rec- 
ommending the adoption of a 140- 
game schedule for next season the 
annual meeting of the American 
league adjourned tonight to meet in 
joint session with the National 
league in New York on January 16 
to consider problems confronting the 
resumption of baseball. A commit- 
tee from the National Association of 
Minor leagues will be invited to at- 
tend the joint meeting. 

The committee to confer with the 
national leaguers are instructed to 
vote for a 140-game schedule instead 
of 154 games, the number reported 
to be desired by a majority of the 
national league club owners. [Presi- 
dent Ban Johnson strongly urged 
the playing of a short season. 

“It will eliminate the evil of play- 
ing doubleheaders and will result in| 
big financial saving because. s0} 
many games are postponed in for-| 
mer years on account of unseason- | 
able weather in the early spring,” | 


Johnson said. 
Another move in the path of re- 
trenchment was the decision to slash | 
the club player limit from 25 to 21 
men, starting 15 days after the pen- 
nant race has begun. In order to 
take care of the plavers in military 
service, a special amendment was 
Passed, so each club owner will be 
permitted to retain soldiers and 
sailors on his roster for thirty days. 
During this period, these players 
will not be included in the player 
limit. If at the end of that time 
they are deemed of major league 
caliber they will automatically be 
regarded as regulars, and other 
players must be dismissed to make 

room for them. 

The club owners voted to retain 
the national baseball commission as 
now constituted. A vote of confi- 
dence was passed for August Herr- 
mann, chairman of the commission, 
whom the National league recently 
opposed for re-election. The vote 
of confidence was passed out of con- 
sideration for Herrmann’s long serv- 
ice as an official on the ruling body 
of haseball, it is said. 

C. A. Comiskey, president of the 
Chicago club, was elected vice pres- 
ident of the league at the afternoon 
session. The presidents of the Bos- 
ton, New York, Cleveland and Chi- 
eago clubs were named the new 
board of directors.

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Organize Association 
To Save Cotton Price 


Gainesville, Ga., December 12.— 
(Special.)\—Following an address by 
Hon. J Brown, commissioner of 
agriculture, the Farmers’ Co-opera- 
tive Cotton association has been or- 
ganized in Hall county. Mr. Brown 
urged the farmers to form a cen- 
tral organization and district organ- 
izations with chairmen in each mi- 
litia district, and the holding of 
cotton for a higner price, he pre- 
dicting that by co-operative effort 
cotton would probably bring in the 
neighborhood of 40 cents a pound. 

He asserted that there was no 
surplus crop now on hand as car- 
ried-over cotton, and that a short 
crop had been made this year and 
the margin between the present 
price of the manufactured product 
was entirely too great and that the 
price of the manufactured product 
would amply justify 40 cents per 
pound for the baled cotton put on 
the market by the farmers. 

To effect such a benefit he ad- | 
vised general organization for the 
farmers to hold their cotton until 
this higher price was attained. He 
furnished much data to support his 
contentions and spoke convincingly 
to a large number of farmers who 
had gathered to hear his address. 

After his speech the organization 
was perfected by electing F. é 
Davie, of Flowery Branch, chair- 
man of the county organization, and 
T. Lumpkin Adderholdt, of this city, 
as secretary.
